CSU  ranks  among  most  affordable  private 
four-year  colleges  in  S.C. 


Tuition  and  tees  at  CSU  for  the  1997- 
1 998  academic  year  are  an  average  of 
$720  lower  than  at  other  private  colleges 
around  the  state,  making  the  university 
one  of  the  most  affordable  private  institu- 
tions in  South  Carolina. 

A  recent  Associated  Press  survey  of 
tuition  and  fees  on  S.C.  campuses  indicates 
that  CSU  is  among  the  most  affordable. 
The  survey,  published  in  S.C.  and  Georgia 
newspapers,  compares  tuition  and  fees  at 
the  state's  public  colleges  with  the  same 
information  from  private  four-year  schools. 
CSU's  tuition  and  fees  total  $9,247  this 
year  -  $720  lower  than  the  average  tuition 


of  $9,967  at  private  colleges  around  the 
state.  AP  cites  the  Tuition  Grants 
Commission  as  the  source  for  the  figures. 

Nationally,  independent  colleges 
enroll  more  than  2.9  million  students. 
While  the  average  enrollment  at  four-year 
independent  colleges  is  1 ,748,  the  average 
enrollment  at  comparable  state  schools  is 
9,772.  CSU  has  an  enrollment  of  approxi- 
mately 2,500  students  in  traditional  day 
and  evening  programs  and  offers  more 
than  30  graduate  and  undergraduate 
degree  programs. 

"CSU  is  proud  to  serve  students  who 
are  seeking  the  small  campus  atmos- 


phere, said  President  (airy  C.  Hunter  Jr. 
"As  competition  increases,  students  are 
realizing  the  many  benefits  a  smaller 
university  offers.  Students  have  opportuni- 
ties for  more  personal  contact  with  their 
peers,  faculty  and  staff.  Those  relationships 
are  the  key  to  student  success,  which  we 
measure  with  graduation  and  obtaining 
employment." 

The  Student  Success  Center  at  CSU 
also  plays  a  vital  role  in  helping  students 
succeed.  The  center  houses  tutorial  ser- 
vices, academic  advising,  career  services, 
work-study  coordination  and  internship 
planning.

Miss  Charleston  Southern  University, 
Magan  Myslik,  was  awarded  the 
statewide  Character  Education  Platform

Documentation  of  her  public  speak- 
ing platform  was  sent  to  the  Miss  America 


Pageant  for  national  judging.  Each  contes- 
tant compiled  a  book  documenting  speak- 
ing engagements  and  topics.  The  top  five 
were  selected  to  participate  in  an  inter- 
view shortly  before  the  July  pageant. 

Myslik,  a  sophomore  psychology

When  James  Goodman  wrote  Angel  of 
my  Dreams  43  years  ago,  he  had  no 
idea  his  style  of  writing  would  lead  to  so 
many  opportunities. 

"I  wrote  that  poem  for  my  wife  when 
we  were  courting",  he  said  It  appears  in 


The  Treasures  of  Granville,  an  anthology 
of  Goodman's  poetry  of  religion,  philoso- 
phy, love  and  life.  These  poems  led  to 
several  novels. 

Goodman's  first  book.  The  Rusty 
Charm,  wzs  the  first  in  a  series. The  book 
is  currently  being  written  into  the  form  of 
a  screenplay  by  Charleston  screenwriter, 
Margaret  Ford. 

"I  had  so  many  people  write  or  call  to 
tell  me  that  this  story  would  make  a  good 
movie,"  he  said.  "So  I  got  in  touch  with  the 
South  Carolina  Film  Commission  and  they 
put  me  in  touch  with  an  agent." 

Nancy  Buscher,  of  Buscher  Consultants 
in  Charleston,  is  handling  the  transforma- 
tion of  the  book  from  print  to  screen. The 
contracts  were  signed  last  month,  accord- 
ing to  Goodman,  and  should  be  completed 
in  about  six  months. 


There  is  a  long  distance  and  a  lot  of 
hoops  to  jump  through  to  get  from  screen- 
play to  screen,  he  said. 

The  Rusty  (.harm  takes  place  around 
the  historic  plantation  of  Granville  circa 
1840,  the  estate  Goodman  purchased 
in  1967.  The  estate  belonged  to  the  Dicks 
family  for  generations  and  that  long  family 
history  provided  Goodman  with  the  tools  he 
needed  to  reconstruct  the  homes  history. 

They  gave  the  genealogical  archives 
of  the  family  estate,  wills  and  courthouse 
records,  he  explained.  Goodman  also 
spent  many  hours  tracing  historical  events 
surrounding  the  period  in  order  to  accu- 
rately reflect  the  events  that  took  place.

Character  education  builds 
foundation  for  success

'Glass,  china  and  reputation 
are  easily  cracked  and  never 
well  mended." 

—  Benjamin  Franklin 

These  words  from  one  of  our  founding  fathers,  power- 
fully and  succinctly,  make  the  case  for  the  importance  of 
character  development.  A  student's  character  is  influenced 
by  many  people  and  organizations,  on  and  off  campus. 

In  addition  to  classroom  instruction  and  highly  visible 
influences  such  as  the  media,  character  education  also 
takes  place  in  student  organizations.  Universities  must 
determine  how  they  can  participate  in  the  most  meaning- 
ful way  in  this  important  process.  Character  education 
should  be  a  central  task  of  the  modern  university,  as  it  was 
in  early  colleges  and  universities. 

One  important  aspect  of  character  education  should 
be  to  help  students  define  success.  It  is  too  often  defined 
solely  in 

material  terms. True  success  involves  career,  family,  and  ser- 
vice to  one's  fellow  man.  Alexis  de  Tocqueville,  the  1 9th 
century  French  social  philosopher,  best  summarized 
America's  early  success  when  he  concluded  that  America 
was  great  because  she  was  good.  He  added  that  America 
would  cease  to  be  great  if  she  ceased  to  be  good. 

Ideally  we  should  seek  virtue  for  virtue's  sake,  as  the 
apostle  Paul  so  eloquently  stated  in  Philippians  4:8: 

f  inally  brothers,  whatever  is  true,  whatever  is  noble, 
whatever  is  right,  whatever  is  pure,  whatever  is  lovely, 
whatever  is  admirable  -  if  anything  is  excellent  or  praise- 
worthy -  think  about  such  things.  (NIV) 

This  is  not  to  say  that  financial  success  is  bad.  People 
often  incorrectly  speak  of  money  as  the  root  of  all  evil,  but 
the  Bible  in  1  Timothy  6:10  says,  "The  love  of  money  is  a 
root  of  all  kinds  of  evil."  Money  and  other  worldly  posses- 
sions are  problems  when  they  become  the  primary  focus 
of  one's  life.  In  fact,  God  blesses  some  people  financially, 
but  He  expects  them  to  be  good  stewards  of  those 
resources  just  as  we  are  to  be  good  stewards  of  His  other 
gifts. 


Clearly,  we  should  do  the  right  thing  because  it  is 
right,  but  it  is  also  the  profitable  thing  to  do.  Organizations 
which  focus  on  short-term  profit,  while  ignoring  the  well- 
being  of  employees,  customers  and  society,  will  eventually 
suffer  financially.  Customers  seek  relationships  with  organi- 
zations they  can  trust,  and  many  modern  management 
techniques  depend  on  relationships  built  on  trust  and 
integrity. 

Peter  Drucker,  one  of  the  world's  foremost  manage- 
ment thinkers,  dramatically  illustrates  the  importance  of 
character  in  the  following  quotation: 

A  man  (or  woman)  might  know  too  little,  per- 
form poorly,  lack  judgment  and  ability,  and  yet  not  do 
too  much  damage  as  a  manager.  But  if  that  person 
lacks  in  character  and  integrity  no  matter  how  knowl- 
edgeable, how  brilliant,  how  successful  —  he  destroys. 
He  destroys  people,  the  most  valuable  resource  of  the 
enterprise.  He  destroys  spirit.  And  he  destroys  perfor- 
mance.This  is  particularly  true  of  the  people  at  the 
head  of  an  enterprise.  For  the  spirit  of  an  organization 
is  created  from  the  top.  If  an  organization  is  great  in 
spirit,  it  is  because  the  spirit  of  its  top  people  is  great. 
If  it  decays,  it  does  so  because  the  top  rots;  as  the 
proverb  has  it, Trees  die  from  the  top.  No  one  should 
ever  become  a  manager  unless  he  or  she  is  willing  to 
have  his  character  serve  as  the  model  for  subordinates. 
It  has  been  said  that  true  wisdom  is  understanding  the 
limitation  of  man's  knowledge.  Fortunately,  we  have  the 
Bible,  the  best  text  ever  written  on  character  education, 
and  a  perfect  blueprint  for  our  thoughts  and  actions. 

Contrary  to  popular  debates  on  what,  if  any,  standard 
to  use  for  character  education,  CSU's  mission  statement, 
promoting  academic  excellence  in  a  Christian  environ- 
ment, makes  it  clear  that  we  seek  to  prepare  graduates  for 
success  in  life,  not  just  careers. 


Concert  for  a  cause 

Alumnus 
responds  to 
woman  in  need

Until  Sept.  24,Arnie  Borowsky  '94  and 
Lorrie  Barnette  had  never  met.  Yet  on 
Oct.  1 1  he  hosted  a  concert  in  Lightsey 
Chapel  Auditorium  to  help  raise  funds  for 
expenses  associated  with  Barnette's  liver 
transplant  and  postsurgery  expenses. 

"I  have  a  whole  new  respect  for  this 
world,"  Barnette  said  during  their  introduc- 
tory meeting  on  campus  I've  never  met 
anyone  like  Arnie.  He's  my  hero.  I  don't 
know  what  I  ever  did  to  deserve  so  much 
good  fortune." 

Borowsky,  a  residence  life  coordinator 
on  campus,  saw  Barnette's  picture  and 
plea  for  help  on  a  can  while  eating  lunch 
at  Sub  Station  in  early  September.  The 
36-year-old  Texas  woman  was  in  line  for  a 
liver  transplant  at  the  Medical  University 
of  South  Carolina. 

After  the  surgery,  she  is  required  to 
live  near  MUSC  for  frequent  checkups.  Her 
living  expenses  will  be  an  estimated  $800 
per  month,  plus  medications. 

"I  knew  I  could  give  money,  but  I  said 
to  myself  what  else  can  I  do  to  help,  " 
Borowsky  said. "I  went  back  to  get  more 
information,  but  the  can  was  gone." 

Later  on,  he  had  dinner  at  La  Hacienda 
and  found  the  can  there.  This  time  he 
wrote  down  all  the  information. 


Barnette's  liver  ceased  functioning  in 
December  1996.  She  had  been  treated  for 
jaundice  and  hepatitis  in  her  native  state 
ol  Texas 

"They  wanted  to  send  me  straight  to 
Baylor  University  Medical  Center,  but  there 
were  many  details  that  couldn't  be  worked 
out,"  she  said  'The  waiting  list  in  Texas  is 
two  to  three  years  long.  I'm  not  sure  I 
would  have  made  it  that  long. 

With  a  brother  in  Summerville, 
Barnette  and  the  foundation  began  search- 
ing for  other  transplant  locations.  There- 
have  been  mam'  little  blessings  along  the 
way  leading  me  to  South  Carolina,"  she 
said  'Arnie  is  one  of  them.  He's  an  angel. 

Borowsky,  a  guitarist,  set  out  rounding 
up  fellow  musicians  who  were  willing  to 
donate  their  time  and  talents.  Local  busi- 
nesses donated  door  prizes. 

"It's  important  to  care. 

I  ha  ve  capabilities 
and  talents,  and  if  I  can 
do  anything  to  help, 
well  that's  what's 
important."

Take  note 


Music  can  enhance  your  child's  life

(Rollins  is  a  board  certified  music  therapist  and  is  a  music  appreciation  teacher  at 
Trident  Technical  College.  A  resident  of  Goose  Creek,  she  has  composed  and 
produced  an  album  called  Music  for  Me.) 


1.  Take  your  child  to  orchestral  concerts. 
Many  symphonies  sponsor  concerts  in 
informal  settings,  geared  specifically  to 
children. They  serve  as  introductions  to 
composers,  instruments  and  the  clas- 
sics through  narration,  puppetry,  active 
participation  as  well  as  handling  instru- 
ments. 

2.  Sing!  Sing!  Sing!  Sing  as  a  means  of 
making  less  pleasurable  tasks  more 
pleasurable.  As  your  child  picks  up  his 
or  her  toys,  wakes,  goes  to  sleep,  etc., 
sing  to  accompany  the  task. 
Remember,  children  do  not  care 
whether  you're  a  talented  singer  or 
not. 

3.  Use  recorded  music  to  set  the  tone  at 
home.  After  your  child  has  had  a  long, 
tiring  day,  use  this  time  to  introduce 
him  or  her  to  the  classics  by  playing 
soothing  music  to  encourage  relax- 
ation. Lively  music  may  be  used  to 
awaken  or  encourage  more  active 
behaviors. 

4.  LIse  prerecorded,  children's  educational 
music  at  home  and  during  travel  times 
You  would  be  surprised  to  see  the 
many  facts  your  child  can  learn  just  by 
listening. 

5.  Teach  your  child  to  spell  his  or  her 
name  by  using  a  familiar  or  the  na,  na, 
na  teasing  tune.  Other  pertinent  infor- 
mation such  as  phone  number,  address 
or  safety  skills  may  also  be  taught  in 
this  manner. 

6.  Hang  chimes  and  other  sound-making 
devices  both  in  and  outside  the  home. 
This  will  encourage  children  to 
explore  and  discover  the  world 
through  sounds. 

7.  Read  your  child's  favorite  story  and 
add  special  effects  using  household 
items. 

Examples:  hitting  two  spoons  together 
to  represent  the  clip-clop  of  horses 
hooves  or  dropping  a  book  on  the 
floor  to  represent  closing  the  door. 
Remember  to  be  creative! 


Buy  and  use  a  tape  recorder  to  do  the 
following: 

8.  Record  various  household  sounds  and 
have  the  child  guess  the  names  of  the 
sound-producing  objects. 

9.  Record  the  voices  of  various  family 
members  and  friends  and  have  the  child 
guess  the  names  of  people  heard  on  the 
tape 

10.  Send  an  audio-letter  to  your  child's 
friend  or  family  members,  and  encour- 
age the  recipient  to  respond  in  the  same 
manner  This  is  especially  good  for  the 
child  w  ho  has  not  yet  learned  to  read. 

I  1  Read  and  record  your  child's  favorite 
song  or  story  to  be  used  during  nap  or 
bedtime.  This  is  especially  useful  when 
using  a  babysitter. 

12.  Record  your  child  singing/saying  his  or 
her  favorite  song  or  poem  on  every 
birthdayr. 

Use  one  cassette  tape  for  all  recordings 
and  save  for  posterity.  Remember  to 
state  your  child's  age  before  recording. 

1 3.  On  field  trips  or  during  travel,  keep  an 
audio-journal  of  the  important  events 
experienced.  Listen  and  review  the  jour- 
nal as  a  rainy  day  activity. 

Buy  a  keyboard  for  other  instrument) 
and  encourage  your  child  to: 

14.  Explore  and  produce  various  sounds 
independently. 

15.  Perform  a  recital  for  the  family. This  may 
be  recorded  and  sent  to  grandma  (or 
other  relative)  as  a  Christmas  or  birth- 
day gift. 

16.  Imitate  a  two-  or  three-note  tune  that 
you  played  initially.  Play  a  song  for  your 
child  and  give  him  or  her  a  chance  to 
respond.  Show  him  the  starting  key 
before  allowing  him  to  follow  suit,  grad- 
ually increasing  the  number  of  notes. 
This  will  help  improve  attending  skills 
as  well  as  fine  motor  skills. 

17.  Play  a  song  by  matching  star  or  sticker- 
coded  keys  to  corresponding  cards.  As 
you  present  the  coded  card,  the  child 
plays  the  matching  key.  You  may  present 
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the  cards  in  any  order.  This  activity 
may  be  varied  by  asking  the  child  to 
use  a  certain  finger.  Note:  The  cards 
and  keys  must  be  prepared  in  advance. 
18.  When  making  shakers  or  other  musical 
instruments,  try  substituting  ice  cubes, 
raisins  or  cereal  in  place  of  pebbles  or 
beans.  Place  each  item  separately  in  a 


covered  yogurt  cup  or  plastic  contain- 
er. Shake  the  container  in  time  to  the 
music.  After  much  shaking,  the  melted 
cubes  or  food  item  may  serve  as  a 
snack.  Fruit  Loops  work  especially 
well  when  used  in  this  activity. 


19  For  girls:  make  bracelets  and  necklaces 
out  of  store-bought  bells.  For  boys: 
attach  store-bought  bells  to  pockets, 
shoes,  pants,  etc. 

20. Write  a  song  together  or  change  the 
words  of  a  favorite  or  familiar  song 
while  keeping  the  same  tune.

Education  professor  spends  this  year 
serving  the  underserved

From  September  through  July  1998,  life  for  CSU's  Dr. 
Pat  Bower  will  bear  little  resemblance  to  the  tranquility 
and  charm  of  her  downtown  cottage  or  the  security  of  her 
office  in  the  School  of  Education. 

She  is  spending  1 1  months  living  in  a  200-square-foot 
concrete  house.  Her  meals  will  be  cooked  in  an  outdoor 
kitchen.  She'll  have  electricity  and  running  water 
"sometimes."  And  she'll  get  to  work  the  old-fashioned 
way,  walking  one-and-a-half  miles  each  way. 

From  the  comfort  zone  of  family,  friends  and  a  30-year 
career  in  education,  Bower  has  traveled  to  Ghana,  Africa,  to 
spend  this  academic  year  working  with  principals, 
superintendents  and  children  to  develop  long-term  education 
programs  in  the  schools. 

Resources  are  scarce,  to  say  the  least.  "I'm  taking  lots  of 
books."  she  said  shortly  before  her  departure.  "In  Ghana, 
the  teacher  typically  has  a  book  and  lectures  to  the  students. 
They  learn  from  rote  memorization.  My  challenge  is  to 
encourage  more  creative  ways  to  teach." 

As  part  of  the  Teachers  for  Africa  Program  (TFA),  Bower 
will  conduct  training  workshops  for  primary  and  secondary 
school  personnel,  teach  at  the  undergraduate  and 
postgraduate  level,  supervise  master's  level  research,  give 
public  lectures  and  conduct  classroom  demonstrations.  She 
is  one  of  1 1  Americans  participating  in  the  program  in 
Ghana  through  the  end  of  July  1998.

'A  personal  tug' 

It's  no  surprise  that  Bower  would  be  attracted  to  such  an 
opportunity  as  TFA.  An  educator  to  the  core,  she  was 
looking  for  an  opportunity  to  stretch  her  professional 
muscles  and  stimulate  her  own  cultural  awareness.  Once 
her  children  Rebeccah,  21,  and  Ben,  24,  were  old  enough 
and  living  stable  lives,  she  began  to  explore  her  options. 

"I  am  at  a  point  in  my  career  where  I  want  to  express  in  a 
deeper  way  my  professional  skills  and  talents  particularly 
with  individuals  whose  needs  traditionally  have  been 
underserved,"  she  said.  "I  am  so  fortunate  to  have  had 
numerous  and  varied  professional  experiences.  I  expect 
to  continue  to  do  so,  yet  at  the  same  time,  I  feel  a 
personal  tug  toward  more  tangible  and  compassionate 
service  to  others. 

"My  personal  belief  presently  centers  on  reaching 
outward  in  more  meaningful  ways  to  a  larger  community. 
It  is  gratifying  for  me  to  imagine  that  I  can  make  a 
difference  in  the  future  education  of  children  worldwide." 

Bower's  professional  code  is  based  on  the  belief  that 
"educators  must  be  lifelong  learners,  and  experiencing 
teaching  in  another  culture  will  enrich  my  personal  and 
professional  skills,"  she  said.  "At  the  same  time,  I  bring 
to  that  position  a  rich  and  varied  background  in 
education.  If  I  am  to  teach  others,  I  must  model  the 
desire  to  learn.  Participating  in  this  program  provides  me 
with  unlimited  opportunities  for  new  and  authentic 
learning."

Professor  of  Education  president's 
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Bower  perhaps  best  describes  her  philosophy  by  recanting  an  ancient 
scroll: 


"In  hell,  the  hungry  ghosts  are  all  sitting  at  a  great 
banquet  table  filled  with 

all  kinds  of  delicious  food.  They  are  try  ing  to 
feed  themselves  with  big,  long 

spoons.  But  no  matter  how  hard  they  try,  they 
etui  not  reach  their  mouths. 

In  heaven,  the  hungry  ghosts  are  sitting  around 
the  same  banquet  table. 

But  there,  hungry  spirits  are  feeding  each  other 
with  their  long  spoons 

so  that  they  all  can  eat. " 


"This  story  shows  how  only  when  we  offer  a  portion  of  our  food  to 
our  fellow  hungry  ghosts  can  we  satisfy  our  own  deepest  hunger," 
she  said.  "My  'food'  is  my  skill  in  teaching  and  my  ability  to  work 
with  others  in  productive  ways.  1  will  be  fed  through  this  face-to- 
face  interaction  with  these  individuals  from  Africa.  I  truly  believe 
that  interdependence,  trust  and  shared  understanding  come  only 
through  meaningful  personal  interactions." 

'Always  a  teacher"1 

It's  no  wonder  Bower  is  at  ease  with  such  an  adventure. 

"It's  funny  to  say,  but  I  knew  I  wanted  to  be  a  teacher  when  I  was 
four  years  old,"  she  said.  "I  never  questioned  whether  that  was  the 
right  thing  for  me  to  do.  My  grandfather  built  me  a  chalkboard,  and 
I  would  line  my  dolls  and  animals  up  in  front  of  it  and  play  school 
everyday.  I  was  always  the  teacher." 

Bower  grew  up  extremely  close  to  her  three  aunts,  all  of  whom  were 
teachers  or  administrators  and  believes  she  had  great  role  models. 

'Looking  forward  to  coming  back  to  CSLT 

Still  embarking  on  such  a  journey  would  be  impossible  without  the 
support  of  CSU.  "I've  been  at  CSU  for  10  years,  and  I  have  to  say 
I've  had  incredible  support,"  Bower  said.  "I  enjoy  creative  teaching 
in  the  classroom,  and  I'm  able  to  implement  new  programs.  CSU 
has  been  a  good  match  for  me  from  the  beginning.  I'm  looking 
forward  to  coming  back." 

As  for  her  students,  "I  really  like  working  with  education  students  at 
CSU,"  she  said.  "They  are  open  to  learning.  I'm  proud  of  our 
graduates.

Psychology  faculty  receives  addiction  research  grant 

Dr.  Susan  Styles,  associate  professor  of  psychology,  and 
Merilee  Perrine,  a  senior  majoring  in  psychology,  are 
researching  the  treatment  needs  of  alcoholics  and  drug  addicts 
as  a  result  of  a  $3,255  grant  funded  by  the  Independent 
Colleges  and  Universities  of  South  Carolina  (ICUSC). 

The  grant  was  awarded  last  spring  and  is  funding  a  qualitative 
study  on  the  varying  treatment  needs  of  male  and  female 
alcoholics  and  addicts,  specifically  focusing  on  gender  as  a 
factor  in  recovery. 

Research  findings  will  be  compiled  and  presented  this  month  to 
the  ICUSC. 

CSU  historian  is  recipient  of  Harvard  Fellowship 

Dr.  Robert  Crout,  associate  professor  of  history,  has  been 
awarded  one  of  12  fellowships  offered  this  year  by  the 
Houghton  Library  at  Harvard  College  in  Cambridge.  Mass. 

Crout,  the  recipient  of  the  1997-1998  American  Society  for 
Eighteenth-Century  Studies  Fellowship,  is  residing  at  Harvard 
for  intermittent  periods  through  June  1998.  He  has  been 
recognized  on  numerous  occasions  for  his  five-volume  edition 
of  letters  of  the  French  General  Marquis  de  Lafayette, 
published  since  1978  by  Cornell  University  Press.  As  a 
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Harvard  fellow,  he  will  concentrate  his  study  on  the  Jared  Sparks 
Manuscript  Collection  in  preparation  for  a  scholarship  biography 
of  Lafayette. 

Crout  is  a  worldwide  leader  in  the  area  of  research  and 
information  on  the  French  political  figure.  He  is  also  president  of 
the  American  Friends  of  Lafayette,  an  organization  based  at 
Lafayette  College  in  Easton,  Pa. 

Director  of  Bands  is  awarded  Faculty  of  the  Year 

Jay  Watkins,  director  of  bands  and  an  instructor  of  music, 
received  the  Faculty  of  the  Year  Award  for  the  1996-1997 
academic  year. 

Watkins  was  recognized  for  numerous  accomplishments  during 
the  year  which  include  organizing  and  directing  CSU's  first 
marching  band  and  symphonic  wind  ensemble.  In  addition,  he  was 
awarded  the  National  Band  Association's  Citation  of  Excellence 
for  outstanding  contributions  to  the  field  of  concert  band  music. 
The  prestigious  award  is  given  annually  to  only  one  band  director 
in  the  state. 

He  joined  the  Horton  School  of  Music  three  years  ago  and  also 
conducts  the  Jazz  Band,  Chamber  Winds  and  the  Brass  Choir. 

Biology  professor  is  honored  for  classroom  excellence 

Mr.  Stephen  H.  Best,  assistant  professor  of  biology,  received 
CSU's  Excellence  In  Teaching  Award  this  year.  He  was  the  award 
recipient  in  1990  and  is  the  only  CSU  faculty  member  to  have 
received  the  award  more  than  once. 

Palmetto  Lady 

Dr.  Joyce  Bagwell,  director  of  the  Earthquake  Education  Center  at 
CSU,  was  awarded  the  Order  of  the  Palmetto  earlier  this  year. 
The  award,  the  highest  civilian  honor  in  the  state,  was  proclaimed 
by  the  governor's  office  and  presented  by  Sen.  Mike  Rose.  R- 
Summerville. 

Three  new  deans  named 

Dr.  L.  McTier  Anderson  was  been  named  dean  of  the  School  of 
Business  and  Economics  and  professor  of  business  administration. 

He  comes  to  CSU  from  Francis  Marion  University  where  he  was 
the  N.B.  Baroody  professor  of  marketing  and  a  professor  of 
business  administration.  Anderson  has  served  as  director  of 
corporate  and  annual  giving  for  Furman  University;  vice  president 
for  development  at  Columbia  College;  director  of  development  at 
the  University  of  Puget  Sound  and  director  of  annual  giving  at  The 
Georgia  Institute  of  Technology  and  Drexel  University.

Chemistry  lab  goes  high-tech 

Chemistry  professor  and  physical  sciences  chair  Dr.  Clyde  Odom 
and  associate  professor  of  chemistry  Dr.  Rebecca  Hanckel  are 
using  10  specially-made  computers  complete  with  CD-ROM  and 
color  monitors  to  teach  students  to  perform  and  analyze 
experiments  this  year. 

The  computers  take  the  hands-on  out  of  documenting  data, 
allowing  students  more  time  for  analyzing  and  discussion. 
Approximately  100  students  in  nursing,  math,  biology  and  health 
professions  programs,  as  well  as  chemistry,  utilize  the  equipment.

Before  there  were  clients  to  see  and  children  to  care  for, 
there  were  evenings  of  dancing  under  the  strobe  lights 
on  the  dance  floor  in  Lingle  Theater. 


Thorn  '80  and  Betsy  (Couch)  '81  Neal  are  successful 
professionals  in  Columbia  where  they  live  with  their 
daughters,  Becca,  6  and  Frannie,  4.  But  the  couple  was 
once  the  reigning  disco  dance  couple  of  what  was  then 
Baptist  College  at  Charleston. 

"It  was  the  height  of  the  disco  era,"  Thom  remembers. 
"They  had  a  dance  floor  in  Lingle  Theater.  We  had  a  great 
time." 

The  dances  and  other  campus  events  played  an  important 
role  in  their  social  lives.  "Student  Activities  director  Patsy 


Morley  had  a  real  flair  for  planning  events  and  for  bringing 
in  top  name  bands."  he  said.  "It  was  great  to  have  her 
looking  out  for  students  during  those  times." 

Neal,  an  attorney,  and  his  wife.  Betsy,  a  music  therapist  at 
Baptist  Medical  Center,  met  on  campus.  She,  a  President's 
Scholar  from  Lynchburg.  Va.,  and  he  a  Christian  Leadership 
scholar  from  Lancaster,  met  at  freshmen  orientation  and 
were  married  in  1980  shortly  before  her  graduation. 

Seated  around  their  kitchen  table,  the  Neals  recently  took 
the  time  to  reflect  on  their  days  at  BCC. 

Betsy  was  the  charter  president  of  Psi  Delta  Phi  service 
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sorority  and  a  member  of  the  Music  Therapy  Club.  Thorn  was 
an  SGA  senator  for  four  years.  Both  were  members  of  the 
College  Republicans. 

"I  was  the  only  male  music  therapy  major  at  that  time  ,"  Thorn 
said.  "It  took  me  one  year  to  change  majors.  Music  theory  did 
me  in."  Thorn's  degree  is  in  political  science. 

The  late  Victor  Lawson,  a  former  member  of  the  music 
department  faculty,  also  had  an  impact  on  Betsy.  "I  always 
thought  that  he  disliked  me,  but  after  graduation  I  visited  him 
on  campus  and  found  out  he  really  liked  me  and  was  proud  of 
me,"  she  said.  "He  was  tough,  but  he  had  to  be  to  make  sure  we 
got  it.  He  once  told  me  my  vibrato  was  wide  enough  to  drive  a 
Mack  truck  through.  The  discipline  he  instilled  stays  with  me 
today  as  I  discipline  myself." 

In  the  political  science  program,  Thorn  soon  met  Dr.  Gerald  R. 
Hasty.  "I  know  he  prepared  me  for  law  school,"  Thorn  said.  "I 
loved  him;  he  attended  my  graduation  from  law  school,  and  we 
sent  him  birth  announcements  of  both  the  girls.  I  still  use  his 
teachings  today  in  my  practice.  He  prepared  for  everything  in 
such  a  detailed  way." 

Outside  the  classroom.  Thorn  and  Betsy  fondly  recall  that  the 
Reflection  Pond  was  a  significant  site  for  them.  "We  changed 
our  relationship  from  being  friends  to  being  close  friends  to  a 
serious  dating  relationship,"  Betsy  said. 

On  the  lighter  side,  Thorn  survived  Hurricane  David  in  1979,  in 
of  all  places,  a  trailer  on  campus.  "I  was  working  at  the 
switchboard  during  Hurricane  David.  We  had  a  manual 
switchboard  in  those  days,"  he  said.  "Betsy  and  I  intended  to 
evacuate  to  Columbia,  but  as  it  turned  out,  my  work 
replacement  couldn't  come  in  so  Mrs.  (Esther)  Touchberry 
asked  me  to  stay.  We  finally  shut  down  at  3  p.m.  because  the 
trailer  was  rocking." 

Students  were  not  allowed  outside  during  the  storm,  so  Thorn's 
car  was  used  to  shuttle  food  from  the  cafeteria  to  hungry 
students  in  the  dorms. 

Those  were  the  days  for  the  Neals.  When  BCC  changed  its 
name  in  1990,  it  was  painful  for  both.  They  felt  that  a  part  of 
their  lives  had  been  minimized  with  the  replacement  of  CSU. 
Yet  their  loyalty  remains. 

Betsy  guides  CSU  interns  at  Baptist  Medical  who  gain  work 
experience  in  music  therapy  through  work  with  her.  She  is 
currently  working  with  Erika  Edmond,  a  senior  from  Hilton 
Head.  Erika  is  the  third  CSU  intern  to  work  with  her. 


"I've  seen  students  from  all  over  the  country,"  she  said.  "My 
education  was  in  most  cases  better.  I  can  hold  my  education  up  to 
any  of  those  programs." 

Thorn  agrees.  "1  really  value  the  experiences  I  had  there,"  he  said. 
"It  was  good  for  me.  The  campus  was  in  turmoil  some  of  the  time 
I  was  there,  but  I  saw  the  human  qualities  come  out,  and  it  taught 
me  important  lessons  about  reality." 

Today  the  Neals  are  active  citizens.  They  are  involved  members 
of  St.  John's  Congaree  Episcopal  Church  where  they  both 
volunteer  with  KAIROS,  a  prison  ministry  program.  She  is  also 
the  choir  master  and  both  teach  Sunday  School.  Thorn  is  the 
president  of  the  Aids  Benefit  Foundation  of  South  Carolina. 

Family  life  is  a  priority,  and  they  work  hard  to  provide  variety  and 
old-fashioned  values  for  their  children. 

They  always  meant  to  move  back  to  Charleston,  but  as  schedules 
filled  and  roots  were  established,  Columbia  became  more  and 
more  like  home.  But  after  all  these  years,  the  foundations  laid  at 
BCC  don't  seem  so  far  away  after  all. 
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£*ince  our  beginning  in  1964,  more  than  8,000  have  graduated  from  the  university.  They  are 
*3  neither  gone  nor  forgotten.  Alumni  are  the  backbone  of  the  university  sharing  a  unique 
perspective  that  provides  secure  grounding  for  our  rich  heritage.  Our  alumni  have  helped  forge 
traditions  and  are  now  playing  integral  roles  in  passing  those  experiences  on  to  our  students.  For 
that  we  are  gratefid  and  proud.  CSVs  Alumni  Association  has  begun  a  new  journey  this  year  - 
one  of  unity  and  a  renewed  presence.

Alumni  board  puts  increased 
presence  in  high  gear 

A  recently  developed  strategic  plan  that  calls  for  increased 
alumni  involvement  in  the  university  process  and  in  campus 
life  was  put  into  action  this  year.

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Kelaher  puts 
passion  into 
public  service

Growing  up  in  the  Northeast,  Ed  Kelaher 
hated  bullies.  "I  don't  know  when  it  started 
exactly."  he  said.  "I  just  hated  to  see  kids  being 
picked  on  by  anybody.  1  see  kids  as  being  the 
most  unprotected  people  in  our  society.  What 
lawyer  are  they  going  to  hire?  My  calling  is  to 
say,  think  and  do  the  things  kids  would  do  if 
they  could." 

Thanks  to  Kelaher,  a  Surfside  Beach  attorney, 
numerous  needy  children  and  their  families  have 
received  services  -  legal  and  otherwise  -  without 
paying  a  dime.  Devoting  30  hours  or  more  a 
week  to  pro  bono  work  isn't  unusual  for  Kelaher. 
He  does  "tons  of  adoptions"  for  free  "because  it's 
a  chance  for  a  child  to  have  a  life.  I  don't  want 
the  paperwork  and  legal  fees  to  get  in  the  way  of 
that." 

He  also  serves  as  chairman  of  the  board  of 
Baskervill  Ministries;  a  director  of  the  Horry 
County  chapter  of  Big  Brothers  of  America; 
director  of  the  Horry  County  Children's  Shelter; 
chairman  of  the  Rotary  Foster  Children's  and 
Elderly  Gift  Program  and  Thanksgiving  Dinner 
Program  and  volunteer  legal  counsel  for  the 
Myrtle  Beach  Area  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

He  humbly  shrugs  his  shoulders  at  the  mention 
of  numerous  awards  of  recognition  over  the 
years.  They  include  the  American  Bar 
Association's  National  Pro  Bono  Award,  South 
Carolina  Pro  Bono  Lawyer  of  the  Year,  Surfside 
Beach  Citizen  of  the  Year,  Sun  News  Volunteer  of 
the  Year  and  Bucknell  University  Service  to 
Humanity. 
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"CSU  deserved  my  stewardship,  my  time, 
whatever. " 

When  CSU  courted  him  as  a  candidate  for  its 
Board  of  Visitors  two  years  ago,  Kelaher  didn't 
hesitate  to  say  'yes.'  He  had  been  the  guest 
speaker  at  the  annual  athletic  awards  banquet  and 
felt  an  instant  connection  with  the  campus.

"If  the  American  Bar  Association  is  worried  about  the  image 
of  lawyers,  it  ought  to  scrap  its  $750,000  public  relations 
campaign  and,  instead,  bottle  Edward  T,  Kelaher?

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Since  then,  Kelaher  has  spoken  to  the  student  body  at 
Convocation.  Not  every  trip  to  CSU  is  business-related  for 
Kelaher.  His  niece,  Ginny  Farley,  is  a  sophomore  planning 
a  career  working  with  children. 

"Being  a  lawyer  is  the  best  thing  I  could 
do  to  do  what  Fm  doing" 

An  attorney  for  18  years,  Kelaher's  professional  journey 
has  been  an  adventure.  He  graduated  from  New  York  Law 
School  in  1981,  and  with  a  federal  clerkship  under  his 
belt,  he  figured  he'd  be  a  big  shot  on  Wall  Street.  But 
family  circumstances  brought  he  and  his  wife  Patty,  an 
R.N.,  to  Surfside  Beach  where  he  went  into  practice  in  a 
ramshackle,  three-room  office  that  had  linoleum  floors  and 
pipes  jutting  out  of  the  walls. 

He  soon  knew  he  was  in  the  right  place.  His  first  client 
was  "a  Mr.  Clark... who  wanted  to  redo  his  will,"  Kelaher 
said.  "The  fact  that  he  wanted  to  redo  his  will 
automatically  made  him  the  senior  expert  on  wills  in  the 
room.  I  had  never  seen  one." 

Clark  explained  that  for  years  he  had  cared  for  his  invalid 
wife,  but  he  had  recently  been  diagnosed  with  cancer  and 
had  two  months  to  live.  He  wanted  to  ensure  his  wife 
would  be  taken  care  of. 

"We  sat  there,  and  he  cried,  and  we  talked  for  a  while.  At 
that  moment,  I  knew  nothing  would  ever  be  the  same 
again... This  was  reality.   This  was  the  human  pathos. 
This  was  the  feeling  and  excitement  I  had  always  looked 
for  (in  the  law),  and  here  it  was,  embodied  in  this  one 
fellow  in  trouble."  He  and  Clark  became  friends,  he  wrote 
the  will  and  Clark  passed  away.  But  Kelaher  kept 
searching  for  more  clients  like  Clark  and  "the  good 
feelings"  they  gave  him. 

It's  difficult  to  say  where  Kelaher's  law  practice  ends  and 
his  ministry  begins.  "Being  an  attorney  is  still  how  I  feed 
my  family,"  he  said.  "It  also  gives  me  incredible  resources 
that  I  wouldn't  have  otherwise.  I  can  call  on  police, 
businessmen  and  others  and  they're  willing  to  help 
because  they  know  me.  I  don't  have  an  ego.  This  is  fun 
for  me." 

Kelaher  puts  a  somewhat  unusual  spin  on  the  definition  of 
an  attorney.  "A  rich  guy  sees  the  law  as  something  that 
preserves  the  status  quo,"  he  said.  "A  poor  guy  sees  the 
law  as  debt  collection,  the  misery  of  an  underfinanced 
custody  battle,  bankruptcy... Lawyers  are  poised  to  help  fix 
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those  problems.  Being  a  lawyer  is  the  best  thing  I  could  do 
to  do  what  I'm  doing  because  people  listen  to  me." 

'At  the  time,  I  felt  God  was  calling  me 
to  Baskervill. ..Now  Vm  sure. ' 

One  of  the  places  Kelaher  finds  those  feelings  is  Baskervill 
Ministries,  an  Episcopal  outreach  facility  housed  on  22 
acres  in  Pawleys  Island.  The  campus  includes  a  48-unit 
low  income  residential  complex,  adult  day  care,  a  medical 
clinic,  a  legal  clinic,  a  construction  ministry,  a  chapel, 
youth  ministry  and  a  school  for  children  in  preschool 
through  fourth  grade. 

An  Episcopal  mission  church  was  established  at  the  site  in 
1891  and  services  have  expanded.  Named  Baskervill  for  an 
Episcopal  priest,  the  church/school/camp  complex  evolved 
over  the  years  into  a  cluster  of  separate,  but  related 
ministries.  Funds  come  from  the  Episcopal  Diocese, 
churches  and  individuals.  Nearly  all  services,  such  as 
renovations,  construction  and  supplies  are  provided  by 
volunteers. 

Kelaher  is  at  the  helm  of  that  organization.  "Baskervill 
wasn't  planned,"  he  said.  "The  bishop  of  S.C.  asked  me  to 
help.  At  the  time  I  felt  God  wanted  me  to  do  it.  Now  I'm 
sure  he  did." 

This  fall  Kelaher  took  his  ministry  one  step  further  by  being 
ordained  as  a  minister  of  the  Episcopal  church.  The  dirt 
roads,  poor  neighborhoods  and  surrounding  community  will 
continue  to  be  his  pulpit.  "I'm  a  good  cheerleader"  he  said. 
"I  can  bring  people  into  the  church.  I  am  addicted  to 
serving.  It's  just  something  I  love  to  do."

Big  Buc  -  Little  Buc  program 
reaches  out  to  local  schools

The  students  at  H.Ci.  Rollings  Elementary  School  in  Summerville 
walked  into  the  cafeteria  just  like  it  was  any  other  day.  And  it 
was  just  another  day  except  for  the  four  offensive  linemen  from 
the  Buccaneers'  football  team  squatting  on  tiny  seats  and  talking 
with  their  classmates  over  a  lunch  of  chicken  rings,  rice  and 
green  beans. 

The  players  were  there  as  part  of  the  Big  Buc  -  Little  Buc 
program  which  was  started  by  head  football  coach  David  Dowd 
shortly  after  the  school  founded  its  football  program  in  1991. 
The  idea  is  to  give  back  to  the  community  by  providing  children 
with  a  mentor,  someone  to  interact  with  them  and  to  serve  as  a 
role  model. 

"It's  a  tremendous  program,"  said  Rollings  principal  Brooks 


Moore,  '69. "It  gives  these  children  an 
incentive  to  do  better  both  academically 
and  athletically  The  kids  really  look  for- 
ward to  the  guys  coming  and  want  to  be 
sitting  at  the  same  table  with  them. 

The  dozen  or  so  children  selected  on 
this  day  know  they  are  the  envy  of  the 
cafeteria  as  they  talk  to  their  big  new 
friends.  Nine-year-old  Trey  asked  each 
player  to  sign  autographs.  "It's  neat  having 
them  here,"  he  said.  "I  want  something  to 
have  from  this." 

Soon  the  four  linemen,  Dennie 
McDaniel.Joe  Bowers,  Dane  Shearer 
and  Bruce  Smith,  are  swarmed  by  kids 
holding  blank  sheets  of  notebook  paper 
and  a  pencil. 

"It  is  very  worthwhile,"  says 
McDaniel,  a  junior  center  who  grew  up  in 
Summerville.  it's  something  we  can  do  to 
give  back  to  the  communities  who  sup- 
port us.  And  it  gives  us  the  chance  to 
spend  a  little  time  with  some  great  kids 
They  seem  to  like  it  a  lot." 

The  Big  Buc  -  Little  Buc  program  is 
not  limited  to  Rollings  Elementary.  At  the 
same  time  the  linemen  are  being  swarmed, 
seven  more  groups  of  Buccaneers  are  at 
seven  different  local  schools,  all  having  a 
special  lunch. 

"The  program  grew  as  time  went  on," 
said  offensive  line  coach  Jon  Davis,  who  is 
in  his  seventh  year  with  the  team  and  the 
Big  Buc  -  Little  Buc  program.  "We  started 
at  Rollings  but  began  to  spread  out  to 
other  schools  who  were  interested.  It's 
good  not  only  for  us  on  the  football  team 
but  for  Charleston  Southern  as  a  whole. 
And  the  kids  seem  to  get  a  boost  from  it." 

The  Charleston  Southern  players 
have  performed  a  variety  of  tasks  with 
their  young  admirers  from  reading  to 
them  in  class  to  working  out  problems  on 
computers  The  players  will  make  seven 
trips  before  Christmas,  and  the  students 
were  invited  to  be  co-captains  at  the  final 
home  game  of  the  season.

Football 

Progress  can  be  a  slow  and  some- 
times frustrating  procedure,  but  patience 
and  a  commitment  to  stay  the  course  is 
often  rewarded  with  success.  Such  is 
the  case  with  the  Charleston  Southern 
football  team.  Quietly,  the  Bucs  put 
together  a  solid  talent  base  comprised 
of  16  returning  starters  and  a  host  of 
newcomers  who  made  their  mark  during 
their  high  school  careers,  including  several 
all-state  and  all-star  game  performers. 

For  the  first  time,  the  Buccaneers 
boast  a  full  complement  of  assistant 
coaches,  which  has  allowed  for  more 
individualized  coaching  and  academic 
attention  as  well  as  bolstering  the  pro- 
gram s  recruiting  efforts.  In  addition  the 
team  has  30  scholarships,  double  what 
was  available  in  the  inaugural  season 
of  1991. 

Men's  Basketball 

The  1997-  98  men's  basketball  team 
is  the  first  squad  in  school  history  to  have 
a  second  chance  to  return  to  the  NCAA 
Tournament.  But  for  head  coach  Tom 
Conrad,  entering  his  second  season  at  the 
helm  of  the  Bucs,  the  job  is  more  difficult 
with  the  loss  of  six  seniors  from  last 
year's  17-13  championship  squad 

The  makeup  of  the  team  will  change 
from  a  year  ago,  when  the  Bucs  enjoyed 
an  open  running  style  of  play  directed 
from  the  backcourt  but  could  just  as  easi- 
ly be  productive  from  a  half-court  set. 
Guard  play  will  still  control  the  tempo, 
with  juniors  Brandon  Elam  and  Adam 
Larrick  directing  the  action. 

On  defense  Conrad  will  be  flexible  in 
his  use  of  halfcourt  traps  and  occasional 
zones  to  force  the  action  and  take  advan- 
tage of  a  versatile  and  strong  squad.  But 
the  Bucs  will  not  van  too  much  from 
the  man-to-man  defense  they  utilized 
last  season. 


But  questions  surround  this  largely 
untested  team  that  will  take  the  court  this 
fall,  most  dealing  with  playing  time  and 
the  ability  to  draw  upon  in-game  experi- 
ence in  crucial  situations  Charleston 
Southern  will  have  the  daunting  task  of 
replacing  six  seniors  from  last  year's 
championship  team,  including  all  five 
starters. 

But  with  every  loss  comes  the  oppor- 
tunity for  new  players  to  step  in  and 
show  what  they  can  do.  Filling  the  hole 
v  acated  by  his  brother  Brett,  junior  Adam 
Larrick  will  step  into  the  guard  slot  along 
with  junior  Brandon  Elam.  Both  players 
have  experience  on  the  floor.  Larrick 
started  in  six  games  ami  made  29  appear- 
ances last  year  while  Elam  played  a  key 
role  off  the  bench,  appearing  in  27  games, 
and  will  now  have  the  opportunity  to 
showcase  his  talent  in  a  starting  role  At 
forward,  sophomore  Andres  Amaya  is  the 
leading  returning  scorer  from  last  year's 
team  and  started  in  1 1  games  as  a  fresh- 
man. He  will  join  sophomore  Mike  Sales, 
who  played  in  23  games  and  made  three 
starts  in  1 996-97.  Junior  center  Dave 
Bradley  will  step  into  a  starter's  role  after 
appearing  in  18  games  last  season,  all 
from  the  bench. 

Women's  Basketball 

The  1997  women's  basketball  team 
may  be  one  of  the  most  talented  teams  to 
take  the  floor  for  CSU.  But  talent  alone  is 
not  enough  to  win  championships;  it 
takes  a  strong  combination  of  talent, 
experience,  competitiveness,  and  a  little 
bit  of  luck  to  propel  any  team  to  the  top. 
Many  of  these  qualities  the  Lady 
Buccaneers  already  possess,  the  rest  they 
will  have  to  develop  as  they  begin  to 
mold  themselves  into  a  team  that  knows 
how  to  win. 

At  a  glance,  the  biggest  drawback  for 
head  coach  Fred  Francello  is  the  fact  that 


there  arc  no  seniors  on  this  year's  team 
The  lone  junior  was  a  redshirt  last  season, 
and  the  rest  of  the  team  is  comprised 
entirely  of  freshmen  and  sophomores. 

Cione  from  last  season's  12-14  squad 
are  five  seniors  who  provided  the  majority 
of  the  team's  scoring  and  rebounding. 
Francello  has  a  large  number  of  choices 
as  far  as  combining  lineups  go.  Jennifer 
Shevenock,  Kate  Sanford  and  Sandi 
Dodson  are  expected  to  make  an  immedi- 
ate impact;  but  the  talented  freshmen,  all 
standing  at  5-1  1  or  better,  make  the  Lady 
Hues  a  formidable  presence  on  the  floor 
This  new  depth  in  the  frontcourt  should 
take  some  of  the  pressure  off  the  guards 
The  Lady  Hues  backcourt  will  benefit 
with  the  return  of  Joy  Taylor,  who  started 
in  every  game  last  season  but  is  the  only 
starting  guard  to  return  this  season. 
Wendy  Dieterlen  can  split  time  at  the 
small  forward  and  shooting  guard  spot 
and  is  deadly  from  3-point  range,  but  it 
may  be  up  to  redshirt  sophomore 
Desrene  Lincoln  to  provide  backcourt 
stability  after  the  loss  of  seniors  StarWeng 
and  Kristin  Blondal 

Men's  Soccer 

The  1997  men's  soccer  program  at 
Charleston  Southern  may  lie  one  of  the 
best  kept  secrets  in  the  Big  South.  After 
finishing  the  1996  campaign  4-14-1 .  the 
Buccaneers  .ire  picked  to  finish  last  in  this 
season's  conference  race.  But  head  coach 
Shaun  Docking  and  the  Bucs  may  have  a 
big  surprise  this  year  as  an  awesomely  tal- 
ented group  of  newcomers  take  the  field. 
All  told  the  Bucs  will  held  19  freshmen, 
six  sophomores,  two  juniors  and  two 
seniors 

The  soccer  program  w  ill  be  playing 
at  the  new  $40,000  on-campus  soccer 
facility,  with  a  brand-new  120  x  80  bermuda 
grass  playing  surface,  complete  w  ith  an 
irrigation  and  drainage  system. 

The  excitement  is  further  heightened 
for  the  new  look  Bucs  as  the  1 1  returnees 
from  last  year  s  team  are  teamed  up  with 
19  new  players  with  various  experiences 
and  backgrounds. 

Women's  Soccer 

The  Charleston  Southern  Lady  Bucs 
soccer  team  has  enjoyed  success  through- 
out its  four-year  history,  a  trend  the  team 
strives  to  :mprove  upon  every  season. 
For  199^,  the  team  is  thinking  of  includ- 
ing a  Big  South  championship  in  that  his- 
tory. To  do  that,  the  Lad)  Bucs  will  have- 
to  successfully  blend  a  talented  group  of
